Queen Victoria waa 
crowned on June '2S, 1838.

A tlispiitcli from Canea, Crete, eays 
that the Cretan revolulioiuiry as.'ieni biy 
includes many men of considerable ])ro- 
porty and tried e.'jperience, and tliat it 
intends to await the decision of lOurope 
regarding Crete before forming ii gov- 
ernment.

WKECK OP A STEABTfeHIP. 

The " St- Paul " of the Pacific Coast Com- 
pany's Liqe Goei Ashore in a Fog. 

^lostB^Y, Call, Aug. 11.— The Pacific 
Coast Steamship Co. 'a Btciin cr St. Paul, 
bound for San Francisco, ran ashore at 
"10 :.'](.' on Saturday night near Moss 
Beach in a dense fog, and is now wedged 
in the rCfcka on which she struck. The 
forty passengers on botird were safelv 
landed and moat of them look the after- 
noon train for San I'rancisco. The first 
news of the accident was hrouglil to tlie 
company's oflices in the city liy seven 
passengers who walked from the beach. 

W. I?. Craig, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, one of the pasBcngcrs, tells the 
following story of the wreck: 

" .\8 near as I can judgu the boat 
struck about 10:30. ] tlioutjlit nothing 
of this and went to sleep. Soon I was 
awakened by a heavy jarwhicli I at first 
thought was the usual bumping of the 
steamer at the Monterey wharf. Cajit. 
Taylor came rushing into my berth and 
informed me tliat we were ashore, and 
said to dress hurriedly and go forward 
without cansing any excitement, liy 
the time 1 was dressed everybody was 
up and thero waa a bmall panic among 
the passenpereand crew, Everyone waa 
half dressed and nearly everyone had a 
life preserver,

Splendid Sea Boat and Nicely 
Fitted Up With Modern 
Appliances. 



The Tees, the fine new steamer which 
the C.P.N. Co. purchased iu England to 
replace the Maude on the West Coast 
route, reached Victoria shortly before 
oneo'clock this morning. The tug Lorne 
sighted the Tees oil" Cape Flattery yes- 
terday and reported lierat eleven o'clock 
last night. Capt. Irving waa therefore 
on tlia lookout for the Teea 
and intended to meet her and 
bring her into the liarbor, as 
it was expected that Capt. Smith be- 
ing new to this port would anchor in 
Royal Road.s till morning. However 
pilot liucknarn, who was lying oil' the 
liarbor in his boat, boarded the Tees 
and bioiiKhl her to the outer wharf, 
where Capt. Irving went aboard and had 
the Tees taken to the inner harbor, 
where she tied uj) safe and sound. 

The new adilition lo the C.I'.N. fleet ia 
a line steel vetsel of 335 tons, single 
screw, and registeretl in the highest 
class at I.loyda'. She has a capacity of 

000 tona, iB double bottomed and in 
every respect a thoroughly good vessel. 
She was built three yeara ago and 
has been employed in the hondon, 
Stockton and Tees i)a«sengcr trade. She 
is very nicely fitted up inside, with ac- 
(■(irniiioilation for (iO passiMiiiers. llcr 
saloon is quite a liaiiriBomo one, the 
wood work being teak and oak with 
bird'fieye ijiaple panels. She is lighted by 
electricity and is very modern in her 
build, with every appliance for comfort. 
The Teea is a wonderful ailvaiice over 
the old JIaude, and jiaBseagers on the 
West Coast route will appreciate the fine 
vessel on wdiich in future they will travel. 
Steam winches and every facility for 
band ling cargo a re among her eqiii pinent. 
The Tees has a length of 166 feot, beam 
■J,T feet, and draws 12 feet of water. Her 
oilicers are Capt. Adam Smith; chief of- 
licer, Thomas Turtle; second officer. 
Will. Harris; first oni^incer, W. DuIIib; 
Hccond engineer, Thomas Mann; third 
officer, C. IJaugli ; and her crew consists 
of 17 all told. 

Capt. Smith, who has seen many 
years at .sea, ia delighted with the Teea. 
A better aea boat, lie says, was never 
built, ns she ridea the water like a duck 
and doea not roll. She hdf London 
May 9, antl during the whole voy- 
age to Victoria not a Hiugle sea 
was shipped. Then she ia econ- 
omical in coal, only havinj; used 
a little leas than six tons of coal a day, 

1 Itfr average rate of speed was 8 '.j to S) 
knots a (Jay, though she can steam 
much faster with her triple expansion 
engines, of 500 indicated horse 
|)ower. The ports touched at 
en route wore Cajio De Verde, 
Montevideo imd Coronel, and ahe 
came through the Straits of Magel- 
lan aud the Smyth channel. Not a 
ninglu unpleasant incident marred the 
trip, and the Tees tied up at Victoria in 
as line condition as when she left Lon- 
don,

How the First Itoiind Trip of Ciiiit. 
Moore's Contract Was 
Made. 



A Miner Bring's Out Fifty Tbousand 
Dollars' Worth of Gold 
Dast. 



Capt. William Moore, the veteran ex- 
plorer and navigator, who has the con- 
tract from the Dominion government for 

takiuL' three mails into tlie Canadian 
^'ukl)Il country this season, retnrneil 
yesterday from successfully accomplish- 
ing his lirst rouiul trii>. Tliis first mail 
from N'ictoria left Juneau on May '2ii for 
Fort Oudahy and Forty-Mile, 780 miles 
distant. Capt. Moore had with him one 
issistant, and two men who were going 
into the mining country acconipanietl 
liiii. I''our Indians were employed to 
;arry the mail (which weighed li)l lbs.), 
provisions for the party, and lumber for 
making a boat at Lake Linderman, 
whence the remainder of the trip was to 
be made by water via Louis river, one 
of the main tributaries of the Yukon. 

The trip was anything hut a ])leasant 
one, for the snow lay on the ground so 
leep that gliowshoea had to be resorted 
to in places. Indeed, last winter was 
the most severe that had been known in 
the country foi thirty years. 

Lake Linderman, I'JO miles from 
uneau, was reacheil on May HI. the 
boat l)uilt, and |}reparations made to go 
III hy water to tlie end of the trip.

backward. The Louis river when the 
thaw came rose very rapidly. 

Many men were found at the Canyon, 
over forty boats lying there preparing to 
make a' start for the mines. While 
Captain Moore was there two boats 
were overturned and four men narrowdy 
escajied drowning, they being rescued by 
helji luckily idose at hand. 

Proceeding down the river I'ort .'■^ilcock 
was jiasse I uii Monday, .lune lo, ami .is 
rapid time as pos.iible was made, the 
b(jat carrying ttie mails not tying U|i 
night or day after Icavim; h'ive Fingers 
till the arrival at Forty Mile on June KS, 
when the mail was delivered. Captain 
Moore's boat was the first of the season 
of all that started after the opening of 
the lakes. 

r\t Forty Mile, Mr. William Ogilvie, 
C.F.. whose extensive explorations in 
the -North particularly litted him for tbo 
task, has been surveying for the Domin- 
ion government to niaik out the bound- 
ary line of Canada and Alaska between 
the Forty Mile country and Sixty Mile. 
The result of Mr. Ogilvie's work during 
the winter has beijn llial he has found 
tliat there is more ol the district in Can- 
ulian territory than has jireviously been 
thoiiLdil. Mr. O^rilvie was wailing or- 
lers from the clc))arlnient at Ottawa, 
ilid it was expected thai the .\iuericaii 
urvi'yors would su(jn meet him to veril'y 
bis surveys.

In fin;t, the didicultiua in the 
way of niishig nioiioy luid currying out 
necu.ssary eiuiilary or i.tluM- iiiipnjve- 
miinlH tuniiin;: to fiirlhor Lliu tMijuynii'iit 
and Hal'uty of lift; iii-o of sucli it iiiit,.ii'i.i 
that iV .spcciiil act for tlio liulter ;/<ivrni- 
inunt of unincoi'ponited towns ouj^lit to 
bo jiassed l)y the iei;isiaturt'. 

1 lunv add tlial llic pcopU; t_'eiiei-all y 
are perfectly willinir, aa far as 1 could 
iind out, to stand their share of the ex- 
pense. At !{o.sblar.d 1 was in\ iteil to a 
XQoeting of tlie execulive coiiunittce of 
the Ratepayers' Association, ami they 
puBsed a resolution aloii^,' these lines, a 
copy of which, I understand, has been 
forwanle<l to you, aftei' heini; placed he- 
fore the whole association. j'A'en if no 
extensive works were contemplated, it 
would hu most ailvanlageous if ii suuill 
fund couUl 1)6 raised by special tax to be 
spent in improving the general aanitai y 
condition of these towns. Knowing that 
the money would be spent in the town 
for tlie purpose for which it was col- 
lected there would, I think, b,' few who 
woulil object to such a tax. 
There arc, of course, some inili\ iduals 
wlio say that the i;overriuienl. should 
do everythintx l"or tlu'Mi, and who think 
that they Iheinselves should do n ithinj,' 
about i>ultiii}; their surrouudin'.-s iut(j 
])roper sanitary ciindilliin. cxainin- 
ation (if their back-yards ami piennscs 
showed in many eases that llii'V practise 
what they preach . 

In some places the frdveininent is 
blamed lor not puttiui: i ii a sewerai^e sys- 
tem ; every case of fever and every bad 
smell in the place is attributed to the 
lack of sewers ; whereas, in many cases, 
I believe, the fever could be traced to 
polluted drinking water, and the liad 
smells couUl bo shown to arise from 
heaps of garbage and rubbish, manure 
piles, unclean closets, pig pena, etc., or 
from the refuse thrown into creeks and 
ditches only to be caught on the banks 
further down, and sometimes from tbt 
improper disposal of liquid wastes, for 
which a remedy has already been pointed 
out. 

The work of importance is the intro- 
duction of a 

WlIOI.lCSil.MK W.VTKll Sri'l'I.V, 

or in places when; a supply is not feasi- 
ble, then the prevention ol the pollution 
of the exislini; supply. Il is als.i neces- 
sary that tlie new Sanitary Regulations 
wliiidi iirovido for the proper disposal of 
all waste material should be strictly en- 
forced. If this is done the nuisances re- 
ferred to will disajipear. 

For the purpose of enforcing these 
regulations it will bo necessary, until 
matters are placed on a desirable foot 
ini;, that some of the provincial police — 
at least two — be assigned to the special 
duties of 

S.\NI r.\ Ii V INSIMOCTORS. 

These oflicers should ho prtiperly in 
structed and should di;vote their entire 
time to sanitary matters, tiuite enougl 
will be found for them to do. They 
would travel from place to place spend- 
ing a few weeks in each at a time 
During their absence tlie resident officials 
could see that their more important in 
structions wero carried out. Hut to re- 
([uire the present oflicials to do more 
tlian this or the whole work is expecting 
too much. .Most of the government 
oflicials, in West Kootenay at any rate, 
already seem to have their bands full 
and, if left to them entirely, t be sani- 
tary work could not be satifactorily 
done. Sanitary work, juoreover, is of a 
special nature and not everyone is litted 
for it. Unless tlie ollicial goes about his 
work in an etiicient manner very little 
headway will be made. I would,'t hert 
fore rcconniiend that the oflicers selecte 
be men of considerable tact who wi 
always rather conciliate than antagonize. 

Another menace to public healtti lies 
in the fact that in some of the towns 
squatters have crowded so closely to- 
gether that only with the greatest diffi- 
culty will these conu'cstcd districts be 
kept from becoming |)lague-spiitH. In 
Kossland only one street of ibe townsiti 
is built upon, most of the other bouse.-; 
are erected upon disputed railway lands 
adjoining, ami are so closelv parked to- 
gether that bud sanitary condit 1 ins ex- 
ist. The district goes by the not inap- 
propriate name of " sour dougl 
llouses are built in backyards of other 
dwellings or in vacant spaces intendcil 
for streets. Stables and pigsties are 
close proximity to dwelling-houses. The 
claimants of this land were notified to 
remove some of the more unsanitary 
buildings. People were using water from 
a creek flowing through this portion of 
the town. This was prevented, and 
water-sellers wen; directed to take water 
from the public liyilrauls. Some means 
of preventing such a state of affair 
should be devised. Squatters sliouKl be 
made to keep a certain distance apart, 
Bay thirty feet. I informed the loi;al 
health oflicers that in onler to prevent a 
nuisauct; they miulit make such an order 
under the general powers of the Health 
.•\ct. 

Fr<jm a sanitary point of view thesi: 
towns could be much more easily man- 
aged if in these new places springing up 
throughout the country, the townsite 
were owned by the government. 

TOWNSITB OWNERS 

are much more likely to devote their at 
tention to hclliii,' lots than to inijiroving 
streets, making drains, etc. Tlie jair 
chasers lindinji that they can get no- 
thing from tin; forinnr owm;rs begin to 
agitate the go vein meal's niaki ng si reels, 
drains, and doing other work of that 
nature. Then after tlit; prolits have 
been all reaped the streets are deeded by 
the towiisilc; C(Miipauy to the goviun- 
nicnt, \vliit;li is th(;n obliged in kerp 
them in re()air. Whereas if the govern- 
ment had the selling of the lots in the 
first place the transaction would have 
been a more paying one and the health 
of tlie people in the towns better looked 
after. If the present plan is still to be 
adhered to, townaite owners should at 
least be required to conform to certain 
speciflcationa in the laying out of lots, 
streets and lanes. In some of the 
towns the streets are far too nar- 
row and there are but few |)lac,'s 
whore lanes allowiuir of entran(;e to tin; 
back ol the i)ri;miKcs have been iilanneil 
for. I''urtlier, in some cases the lots arc 
only 25 by IDO feet, an altogether too 
amall space; for buihhni: a modern sani- 
tary dwelling. Kor speculativo purjioses 
a lot is a lot whether large or small ; as 
almost as much is received for a small 
IkA as a large one. Townsite owner.s have 
endeivored to lay out as manv lots as 
p )8sil;le within their holdings regardless 
of the iiealth or comfort of future inhab- 
itants. It is, perhaps, not too late to 



remedy some of these evils ; if lanes wore 
made it would make a great dill'erence 
the sanitary condition of some of the 
towns. Certainly no one thing could be 
of greater sanitary henelit to ii new place 
than that the streets and lanes sliould lie 
wide and the lots large enough to Iniihi 
a comfortable house upon. 1 should 
recommend, tberefiue, that no person 
be allowed to lay out, a townsite tmlcss 
it meet with tho requirements and the 
apiiroval of the surveyor general. 

riiK i,o(-K'-ri'a. 

examined several of the lock-ups and 
fouihl that they are at times overciowd- 
', espcuiallv that at Kaniloops. In the 
latter sometimes four men have been 
crowded for the night into one cell not 
more than nine feet in any one dimen- 
sion. There are only nine cells in the 
jail, and there have' been as many as 
thirty-'-ix prisoners confined there at a 
time. As many of these prisoners are 
iidianstbi; odor is iniaginalile. Suitli 
vercrowdiiig as this in jails is contrary 
to Domiiifon legislation and to our own 
sanitary regulations. ( )vercrow(liiiLr in 
prisons once t;ave rise to a disease in 
■higland known as " jail fever." If such 
onditions are allowi;(l to exist here an 
outbreak of epidemic disease would not 
he surprising. Mvcn the worst (;lass of 
prisoners shoulil not be snbje^-lcd tosueli 
iri'atmcnt , but men awaiting trial are no 
better oil'. .\ nnmher of other improve- 
ments are badly needed at Ivamloops 
jail, but fortunately an uiipropruition of 
.^500 on the estimates this year will 
enable ilio improvements to be carried 
out. But as this amount will not buiUI 
the required number of newcells, anum- 
her of prisoners should be brought down 
to the coast. Of course many of these 
ills are incident to a growing country, 
hut some action sliouUl be taken in this 
matter without delav. 

Although a matter allecting only the 
welfare of a class, I dcsiri; to bring to 
your attention the manner in which 
paralytica and other 

I.SCUllAHI.E I'ATIENTS 

are treated in this province. For want 
of other accommodation these patients 
are ]iut into one of the homes for old 
men or kept in the lock-ups. l-",itlier a 
home for incurables shoulil be provided 
or some arranizement should be made 
with some of the hospitals that these 
cases should receive the care they re- 
quire. This is, liow(;ver, a malti'r that 
all'ecls cii V municipalities more [larticu 
larly. 

.\ matti'r of somewhat the same iia 
t are and reiiiiiriiig the same remedy is 
the care of insane patients. These arc 
often put into the lock-up whiu; await- 
ing medical examination or nuiKival to 
the asylum, and certainly their (diam es 
of recovery are not increased by their 
stay there. There have been instances 
of suicide in the lock-ups, arising prob- 
ably from the facility with which a per- 
son can hang himself to the bars on the 
windows or doors. A suitable room 
should be provided in each of the city 
hos|)itals in which to place for the time 
being those suffering from insanity. The 
l)rinciple o! treating the insane as crim- 
inals is wrong and should no longer bo 
allowed in practice. 

There are some matters in relation to 
school liygiene which deserve attention, 
but a committee of the board is preiiar- 
ing a paniphlet on this subject which 
will shortly be coiLsidcred. 

A number of oilier matters were 
brought under my consideration while I 
was away, but they are not of such pres- 
sing importance, and are chiefly of such 
a character that they can be dealt with 
either by myself or by tho board. 

1 believe that my trip will be pro- 
ductive of nuicli good. Certainly I am 
now in a much better position to judge 
of the reiiuirements of the towns visited 
and to understand any future corre- 
spondence I shall have from pla(;cB in 
tlie interior. I may also say that the 
importance of my visit was everywhere 
acknowli;di;ed , that 1 was cordially re- 
ceived, and that in eaidi of the |)laceH I 
found anuiiiber of men who take con- 
siderable interest in the sanitary wel- 
fare of their towns. 1 believe that a 
local board of health, consisting of three 
or five members, could be formeil with 
advantage from out the numbers of 
these men. This is a matter, however, 
that will have to lie dealt with later on. 

.\ great deal of work will naturally 
arise out of my triii. In fact since the 
board has been (;8labliBlied the amount 
(pf work has been steadily increasing 
each ni'inlb. .N'ow that people are aware 
that there is a central aiilliorily lai 
health iiiatleis many iiii piolaiit pr(di- 
lems an; beiuu' coiisiaiitly referred to the 
board, as well as many minor points in 
sanitation. Before Imii; the jirovinciiil 
board of health will undoubtedly be !.'en- 
erally considered a useful and economic 
institution. That there is abundanl 
work lor sut;h a board can not be deiiiiMi 
by anyone who has in(|uired at all into 
the sanitary conditions existing through- 
out the province. The regulations al- 
ready prepared will, if properly en- 
forced, result in much improvement, iind 
the various pumphlets on sanitary 
topics, infectious (hsease, etc., in course 
of pnqiaration will certainly prove of 
great assistance to ])eople in ih;aliiig 
with ihese matters. Tliesi; pamphleis 
are being so prepared as to lie reailily 
understood by the lay miml, and wil) 
contain a summary of tin; latest scien- 
title knowlei'ge I'egarding the subjccls 
treated of. Some of them w ill be short- 
ly ready for distrihulion.

WHERE COMES IT FROM A POLICY OF BOTMY.

The mystery of that ghoatly balloon 
that paaeed over the city of Winnijieg 
on the Ist of July last — and which the 
majority of readers took to be a mere 
creation of some over-beated imaginai 
tion — was considerably intensified yes- 
terday upon the receipt of an ofiicial in- 
timation from Indian Agent Ijoring, who 
is stationed at Hazelton on the Skeena, 
of the passing over that far northern 
part of the world, just two days later, 
of a similar airship. This word comes 
in two separate reports to Mr. A. W. 
N'owell, Buperititendentot Indian allairs, 
who by request of the .Swedish govern- 
nienl had notilied each of the nu- 
iiii'rous agi'iits under hi.s juriailictioii to 
be on the lookout for Prof. Andree's ex- 
pedition and |)iepareil to render it any 
assistaiu'c shoiilil such he desired. An 
I'rof. .\ndree has not, according to |>res- 
eiit iiiforination, cviui left .Niirtlierii Nor- 
w-ay as yi-t on his ailveiitiirous ipiest, 
the balloon seen by ' the U' iiiiiipi'ggers 
and later by the Indians of the Skeena 
cannot have been his. Whose it waa 
and whence it came constitutes a problem 
as^yet unsolved. 

The first report to Mr. Vowell bears 
date of July S, and is in full as follows :

It was seen to emerge 
from out of a heavy bank of while clonils, 
swerving in at an intermediate clear 
space in a semi-cireliiar line, to dis- 
a[>pear in another at an altitude of about 
■too feet above the timber line on the 
mountains. It had a black appearance, 
having been seen between tiie setting 
sun. The boy'a description of the bal- 
loon and its actions, leaves no doubt aa 
to its reality, and is no doubt the Andre 
balloon expected to have left Spitzbergen 
for the North I'jle on the Ist instant. I

Japan's Anny lu FoniKiSa Accused 
of Violating- AU,.Ethics of 
,. , ,n ClviUzation-. ' 



Their Patli-'Throufjli tlio Distressed 
Island Marked by Ruiu and 
Desolation. 



From far Formosa, where for upwards 
of a year paat the Japanese troops have 
been vainly striving to crush out the 
seeds of post bellum opposition to the 
introduction of Japanese customs and 
innovations, comes a story which for 
barbarous cruelty and defiant violation 
of all the ethics of civilization has fortu- 
nately few parallels in the history even 
of the savage races of the world. The 
terrible taie of rai)iiie, murder and wan- 
ton cruelty reached here by the Ijuat ar- 
rived Empress of Japan, and fully bears 
out the statement on the Formosa situ- 
ation given publicity by Rev. Dr. INlaekay 
on his return to that island six months 
or more ago. Olher eiiually credible 
corresponilentH are now the witnesses 
iigaiiiHt Japan, and llu; burden of their 
arraigniiieiit is that, seeing neither lame 
nor profit to be gained in tlie subjugalion 
of the sturdy l''iii'iiiosana by t lie arts of 
modern warfare reeogilized as kgiliniate 
by civilized nations, the ,1 ajiaiiese troops 
sent to the island embarUed in a criisaile 
ol blood, tlieir object being to crush out 
all signs of discontent by aa far as pos- 
sible exterminating the native Chinese 
population. In ttiis campaign there 
were no foreign powers to make protest 
— no foreign prea.s representatives to her- 
ald to the world attrocities the telling of 
which would bring upon Jai)un the con- 
tempt of all enlightened j)eoplea. 

"Aa a result," eavfl thi? Tiviuunui 
representative of the Cliina Mall, "the 
policy of eslormlnatlou has been 
zealously pursued from the beginning of 
the campaign, and what with the de- 
struction of their cro[)s, tho burning of 
their villages, the desecration of the 
graves of their loved ones, tho violation 
of their wives and daughters and the 
butchery of their innocent ohihlren, the 
people are driven to the last expedi(ints 
of desperation. It ia all very well to say 
that many of them are robbers a.id that 
it is inevitable that the innocent will 
sufl'er with the guilty. The case is far 
worse than thia. Xo doubt there aro 
some ' robbers ' — no one who knows 
Formosa denies that. But the policy of 
till! .lapaiieso is daily increasing the 
iiiunlier of the brigands. There are sev- 
eral causes for the increase, but I shall 
mention only one or two. 

" One night, two months ago, a band 
of Japanese soldiers, dressed m Chinese 
clothes, went to the house of a most re- 
spectable and honest ma^. The son, a 
little boy, saw the soldiers enter the 
bouse, ami thinking they were liouse- 
brejikers aliouted out ' spare life.' The 
Japanese soldiers beat him with their 
guns until be lainted, then threw him on 
the ground outside his father's door. 
Ten days after the allair (when I saw 
bim) he waa not able to move in liia bed 
anil Ilia recovery waa despaired of. The 
father was imprisoned for a few days 
afiil then shot without even the formal - 
ily of a trial. The mother and her two 
daughters, who had been carried of! by 
the soldiers of the Mikado, were never 
heard of more." 

The same correspondent, who is a per- 
sonal friend and the guest of Be v. Dr. 
Mackay, next describes the murder of a 
man whose house had been burned by 
the soldiers, and who was killed while 
in the act of (lounnu water over eome 
rice among the debris in the liojie of sav- 
ing it. He also tells how ihe .lapaiieso 
iiMiku rO'idSi iiulling down honaca and 
ilestroying crops without giving tlu^ 
slightest warning to the owners, and 
mentions cases where graveyards have 
been ruthlessly desecrated in the course 
of sucli oporationa. He speaks also of 
the burning by the Japanese of thirty 
villages, and on the authority of an eye- 
witness describes tho execution of 
twenty-one men caught at random to be 
made examples of by the Japanese 
troojis. These unfortunates were made 
to dig a common grave, being kicked 
and inallreali'il the w'hili% and then 
kneel at its edge and be hayonelted to 
death. A " ileliberate massacre " is re- 
ported by bim as haying taken |ilace on 
ona occasion in .Iiine, when as the .lap- 
aneae troops approached a village, the 
repntiuion of which for order and quiet- 
ness was well kmnvn, the inhabitants 
went forth to welcome them. Fifty men 
were siirniuiideil by the soldiers and 
killed. In another instance the prefect 
of Hunnim issued a proclatuation calling 
upon all peaceful people to return to 
their homes. That was on Juni! 22, ami 
on the two fallowing days the troops 
went round among the re-occupied vi - 
lagCH burning and killing as before, ami 
making no distinction among men, 
women and little children, h^iiially, the 
correspondent says : 

" Regarding the yiolatioii of women 
and girla, it is simply impossible to give 
ligure.-i in this connection, as it is svell 
nigh imjiosaible to get at the facts. But 
there is not a mar. or woman, wnetlier 
Kngliah, IVench, German, Ameiican or 
Chinese, but will say : ' Yea, hundreiis, 
even thousands of women, have been 
violated.' If all these things had been 
done in a time of war they might be in a 
manner excused. But they have been 
done and are being done in a time of 
nominal peace, bow long are these un- 
nameable barbarities to be permitted? 
When men see their crops destroyed, 
their houses pulled down, their relatives 
fur no reason either languishing in 
prison or cruelly kilh-d, their villages 
brirneil and pillaged, the white bones of 
their lathers lying bleaching in the sun, 
their wives and daii^hteiH violated — 
when even long-siill'ering Chinamen aeo 
these things, is it to be wondered attbat 
tliey forget iiaticnce and join the ranks 
of the onthuvs to attack the Japanese 'i'" 

To this Btatenient of the Formosana' 
position tho resident misHionariea have 
appended a note of entire corroboration, 
while in comment upon the display in 
Formosa of Japanese ofiicial ignorance, 
arrogance and cruelty, the Hongkong 
Daily Press says: 

" 'fhe eyes of' the world must soon be 
fixed upon Japan in Formosa, and if the 
new rulers of the island continue their 
policy of wanton cruelty tho conse- 
(]uencea may indeed be serious — not to 
Formosa alono but to Japan. Unlike 
tho case of the Liaotung peninsula, no 
opposition was ofTered to .Japan's acqui- 
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sition of Formosa, but it is not impos- 
sible that lier retention of it may he 
opposed if she continues to_ prove her- 
self incompetent to manage it." 

EVERYTHING JAPAN'S WAY 

la the New Commercial Treaty Executed 
■With the Flo-wery Kingdom. 

Dispatches from Tientsin puBliahed in 
tho .Iiipaneao papers to the Slst ult., 
which the Knipress of Japan brought 
yesterday, report the completion and 
siyning on the 9th of July of the com- 
mercial treaty provided for in tlie Sliim- 
onoseki treaty of May, 1S95, iind the de- 
tails of which have been in discussion 
ever since i|,at date. Tho new treaty 
coniaiiie "-"J article.?, that inserted by tho 
Japanese in tlie original draft with a 
view to settling the questions (;onnected 
with duties and inland taxes leviable on 
cotton goods manufactured in China, 
having been omitted. It. is, however, 
set forth clearly that this question, be- 
ing a very comi)licated one, shall 
be dealt witli separately as occasion 
requires. The following are given 
as the essential features of this new 
agreement between the two great powers 
of the Clrient -, 

1. — Japiui is to profit by the ojieration 
of the favored nalitui clause in com- 
merce, and to eiijov the right of consul- 
ar juris. liction, while China will be d'^.. 
barred lioiii both rights. 

2. — Japanese subjects hliall be under 
the jurisdiction of the Jaiianese (■onsuls 
in China, while the Chinese in ,Iapaii 
shall be uhiler the jurisdiction of the 
.Japanese authorities. 

I!.— Japanese shall l)o permitted to 
deal in real estate within limited dis- 
tricts in the o-icn ports of China, and 
the tlliineae sliall not have tho same 
privileges in Japan. 

■1. — .lapaiiese subjects shall be i)er- 
niitteil to initiate industrial and nianu- 
fticturing enterprises in China, and the 
taxes to be iiDposeil on them shall be 
governed by the provisions of the Shim- 
onoseki treaty. 

— Duties and taxes on iniiinrted 
poods from .lapaii shall be at the siime 
rates as those npjilied to the most fav- 
ored nations. The treaty is to bo in 
operation ten years from the date of 
signature.
